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Random Shots

Every portrait starts with a master pattern. 
This is recorded on film and is called a negative. 
The exception is the ‘one of a kind’ portrait made 
with a Polaroid back on the camera. 

All photographs are made from this negative. It 
is the property of the studio and is kept on file 
there. We keep all of the negatives we have 
printed from and all of our wedding negatives on 
permanent file. The customer usually never sees 
the negative itself. 

What happens to this negative from the time the 
picture is recorded on it determines the quality of 
your finished portrait. 

Naturally, you get the best photographs when 
the photographer who takes the picture develops 
and prints his own work or is in a position to give 




direct instruction to the technician who does the 
developing and printing. 

When the photographer sets his exposure or 
arranges his lights for a special effect, the effect 
will be lost if the film is not developed and printed 
properly. 

This is what we call custom portrature and it 
costs more than ‘assembly line’ pictures because 
each photograph is treated individually from 
photographer to finished portrait. 

In ‘assembly line’ pictures—school packages, 
supermarket specials, etc.—the photographer 
usually never sees the finished picture. He uses 
simple lighting and exactly the same exposure and 
machines do the developing, printing and 
packaging of the pictures—usually in a photo lab 
far from the place they are photographed. They 
are delivered by still another person or mailed 
directly. 

Portraits made in an established studio may 
cost you more, but they are well worth it in quality 
and service.
